Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  health  of  the  County  for  the  year  1970. 


I  note  with  concern  that  the  year  showed  a  marked  rise  in  maternal  deaths  in  the  County.  This  is  further 
referred  to  in  the  text  under  vital  statistics.  During  the  year  there  were  5  maternal  deaths  directly  attributed 
to  maternal  causes  and  a  further  2  deaths  which  were  non-attributable.  This  is  the  highest  figure  recorded 
during  the  last  ten  years,  the  previous  highest  figure  being  4  deaths  in  1968.  Unfortunately,  during  the 
early  months  of  1971  this  trend  has  continued,  so  that  in  the  years  1968,  1969,  1970  and  part  of  1971  only  one 
year  (1969)  was  close  to  the  average  figure  for  England  and  Wales.  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  comment,  as  the 
causes  of  all  the  deaths  are  carefully  investigated  by  assessors  specially  appointed  by  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  text  under  the  heading  Ambulance  Service  how  effective  the  introduction  of 
Entonox  has  proved.  At  the  time  of  writing,  99  patients  had  been  offered  this  relief  and  in  only  6  cases  was 
it  ineffective.  The  ambulance  crews  have  been  trained  individually  by  the  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

There  is  a  new  table  for  the  Home  Help  Service,  showing  the  development  of  this  scheme  since  the  im¬ 
plementation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  column  headed  “Hours  per 
thousand  population”  that  in  1953  approximately  300  hours  were  provided  and  from  the  years  1964  to  1970 
these  had  increased  to  between  900  and  1,000,  despite  the  loss  of  the  Borough  of  Solihull. 

In  July,  1970,  the  Standing  Maternity  and  Midwifery  Advisory  Committee  reported  on  the  future  of 
the  domiciliary  midwifery  services  and  maternity  bed  needs.  The  recommendations  suggest  100%  hospital 
deliveries  and  complete  unification  with  the  hospital  and  domiciliary  services  based  on  a  District  General 
Hospital.  In  the  interim  recommendation  it  was  suggested  that  local  health  authorities  should  make  arrange¬ 
ments  with  hospital  authorities  to  provide  domiciliary  services  within  a  limited  area.  Negotiations  are  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  one  Management  Group  to  see  if  this  is  possible. 

During  the  year  the  report  of  the  Working  Party  on  the  Management  Structure  in  Local  Authority 
Nursing  Services  was  received.  The  recommendations  were  such  that  they  exactly  coincided  with  the  present 
structure  in  the  County  with  the  one  exception  that  it  was  thought  that  a  second  Deputy  Nursing  Officer 
would  eventually  be  necessary  in  each  Borough  and  Area.  The  structure  in  the  County  is  now  approved  and 
grades  and  salaries  settled.  The  Working  Party  recommended  that  senior  nurses  be  sent  on  management 
courses.  To  date,  all  the  senior  nurses  with  the  exception  of  only  three  have  attended  one  of  these  courses. 

Again  I  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  help,  advice  and  encouragement  which  I  have  received  from  the 
Chairman  and  Deputy  Chairman  and  members  of  the  County  Health  Committee,  the  co-operation  of  my 
hospital  and  general  practitioner  colleagues  and  the  help  and  loyalty  of  headquarters,  area  and  field  staff 
throughout  the  year. 

I  should  also  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  those  members  of  the  staff  of  this  Department  who 
have  had  to  be  transferred  to  the  new  Social  Services  Department,  a  number  of  whom  had  given  many  years 
of  loyal  and  devoted  service  to  this  Department.

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Vital  Statistics 

The  estimated  mid-1970  population  of  the  administrative  County  was  625,470,  an  estimated  increase  of 
3-0%.  Most  of  the  increase  was  in  the  Chelmsley  Wood  area;  Meriden  Rural  District  increased  in  population 
by  16-9%.  The  estimated  mid-year  populations  of  Meriden  Rural  District  for  the  last  five  years  give  an 
indication  of  the  rapid  expansion  in  Chelmsley  Wood.  (It  should  be  noted  that  a  figure  of  102,331  is 
given  in  the  Census  Preliminary  Report  for  1971).

The  estimated  population  of  England  and  Wales  increased  by  0-33%  from  mid-1969  to  mid-1970. 

There  were  11,204  registered  live  births  in  the  County  in  1970.  The  live  birth  rate  has  steadily  fallen 
from  18-7  per  1,000  population  in  1964  (England  and  Wales  18-5)  to  16-6  in  1970  (England  and  Wales  16-0). 

The  stillbirth  rate  for  1970  was  11-9  per  1,000  total  births  compared  with  a  national  rate  of  13-0.  For 
purposes  of  comparison  the  stillbirth  rates  should  not  be  used  alone.  A  better  comparative  figure  is  the 
perinatal  mortality  rate  which  is  a  measure  of  stillbirths  plus  deaths  within  the  first  week  of  life.  In  1970 
the  perinatal  mortality  rate  for  the  County  was  23-5,  the  same  rate  as  for  England  and  Wales.  This  is  a  little 
disappointing  as  the  County  has  been  accustomed  to  a  lower  rate  than  the  national  one. 

There  were  193  deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life  in  the  County,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of 
17-2  per  1,000  live  births  (England  and  Wales  18-2).  This  is  a  valuable  statistical  measure  and,  together 
with  the  maternal  mortality  rate,  is  probably  the  most  reliable  simple  statistical  measurement  of  the  quality 
of  a  community’s  standards  of  parental  and  professional  care.  The  figures  for  1970,  both  local  and  national, 
are  fairly  satisfactory,  though  both  are  greater  than  those  of  the  previous  year  (Warwickshire  15T,  England 
and  Wales  18-1).  A  quarter  of  these  deaths  are  from  serious  congenital  malformations,  and  it  is  unrealistic 
ever  to  expect  a  nil  rate.  However,  many  infant  deaths  from  respiratory  and  other  infections  and  from 
accident,  especially  cot  deaths,  are  probably  avoidable.  It  is  reasonable  to  expect  a  small  improvement  in  the 
rate  annually. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  this  County  in  1970  was  0-44  per  1,000  total  births  compared  with  a  rate 
of  0T8  for  England  and  Wales.  At  the  national  rate,  one  would  have  expected  one  or,  at  the  most,  two 
maternal  deaths  in  Warwickshire  in  1970.  In  fact  there  were  5  deaths  directly  attributable  to  maternal  causes. 
This  is  very  disappointing.  An  examination  of  statistics  for  the  ten  year  period  1961-1970  reveals  that  there 
were  26  deaths  during  that  period  assigned  to  maternal  causes  by  the  Registrar  General.  This  is  equivalent 
to  2-6  deaths  per  year,  and  there  is  no  evidence  of  an  improving  trend.  From  national  figures  over  the  same 
period  on  a  basis  of  proportion  of  population,  a  Warwickshire  average  rate  of  2-9  per  year  was  to  be  expected. 
However,  this  should  have  been  evident  as  a  trend  from  4  at  the  beginning  of  the  decade  to  2  at  the  end. 
This  is  not  evident.  In  short,  Warwickshire’s  maternal  mortality  rates  were  much  better  than  the  national 
figure  a  decade  ago.  Now  they  are  no  better,  possibly  worse.

Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service 

The  number  of  births  in  the  County  increased  again  in  1970,  by  433  to  a  total  of  1 1,251.  The  trends  of 
the  last  few  years  continued: — 

(a)  the  number  of  home  confinements  decreased  by  465  to  2,348  or  from  26%  of  the  total  births  in 
1969  to  21%  in  1970. 

(b)  the  number  of  mothers  delivered  in  hospital  and  discharged  early,  with  their  babies,  to  the  care  of 
domiciliary  midwives  increased  by  1,027  to  6,842  or  from  73%  of  institutional  births  in  1969  to 
77%  in  1970. 

Schemes  were  commenced  during  1970  for  domiciliary  midwives  to  deliver  some  of  their  patients  in  the 
general  practitioner  units  of  2  new  maternity  hospitals.  Arrangements  are  made  early  in  the  patient’s 
pregnancy,  her  ante-natal  care  is  underaken  by  her  general  practitioner  and  domiciliary  midwife,  she  is 
admitted  during  labour  and  cared  for  by  her  doctor  and  midwife,  with  “hotel”  care  by  the  hospital.  Twenty 
patients  from  Sutton  Coldfield  and  45  from  Nuneaton  were  cared  for  in  this  way  during  1970. 

Thirty-five  student  midwives  completed  their  domiciliary  midwifery  training  in  Warwickshire  in  1970.

This  trend  is  expected  to  continue  because  of : — 

(1)  The  closer  liaison  between  General  Practitioners  and  District  Nursing  Sisters  and 

(2)  The  earlier  discharge  of  patients  from  hospital. 

The  family  Doctors  and  Hospital  staffs  are  becoming  more  aware  of  the  District  Nursing  Sisters  poten¬ 
tial  and  her  skills  are  becoming  used  more  fully. 

The  129  staff  employed  on  31st  December,  1970  were  made  up  of  109  S.R.N’s,  8  S.E.N’s  and  12  nursing 
attendants.

Twenty-three  students  undertook  district  nursing  training  in  1970.  This  number  included  the  first  four 
students  from  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross  in  Rugby  who  participated  in  the  integrated  training  scheme.  Two 
post-graduate  students  failed  the  examination  in  the  Spring  of  1970;  one  re-sat  and  passed;  the  other,  who 
has  worked  in  the  County  as  a  district  nurse  for  many  years,  chose  not  to  re-sit  the  examination.  All  the 
students  from  the  Hospital  were  successful  at  the  first  attempt. 

Eighteen  students,  including  7  from  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  entered  the  Spring  1971  School  and 
all  were  successful  in  the  examination. 

The  Teaching  Sisters  in  the  County  play  a  considerable  part  in  consolidating  class-room  teaching  and  in 
helping  the  students  to  expand  their  hospital  skills  to  the  wider  care  of  the  community. 

The  concept  of  district  nursing  is  changing  rapidly.  With  planned  earlier  discharge  from  hospital  of  an 
increasing  number  of  patients  with  both  physical  and  mental  illness,  the  present  trend  for  attachment  to 
group  practice,  and  the  emphasis  now  put  on  community  care,  the  District  Nursing  Sister  needs  to  be  more 
highly  qualified  than  she  was  as  recently  as  five  years  ago. 

The  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  recognises  the  vital  role  of  all  Local  Authority  Teaching 
Centres,  and  realises  the  work  that  they  undertake  has  an  ultimate  bearing  on  the  quality  of  service  and 
attitudes  to  the  patient,  cared  for  at  home.  The  teaching  standard  in  Warwickshire  is  acknowledged  by  the 
Panel  of  Assessors  at  the  Department,  who  have  invited  Miss  Sankey,  the  Principal  Nursing  Tutor,  to  join 
the  Expert  Committee  on  Examination  procedure.

Although  with  general  practitioner  attachment  schemes,  the  health  visitor  is  working  more  with  the 
older  members  of  the  community,  the  greater  part  of  her  work  is  still  concerned  with  the  promotion  of  good 
and  positive  health  among  young  children.

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Ambulance  Service 


During  1970  the  number  of  patients  carried  fell  by  10,316  (6-4%)  and  the  miles  covered  by  41,744 
(3’9%).  Comparisons  with  the  previous  year’s  figures,  however,  do  not  present  a  true  picture  as  the  figures 
for  October  1970  were  low  as  a  direct  result  of  the  effect  of  the  radio  silence  imposed  by  union  action  whilst 
national  wage  negotiations  were  in  progress. 

The  new  large  purpose-built  depot  at  Chelmsley  Wood  which  replaced  the  old  depot  at  Coleshill,  became 
operational  in  August  and  now  serves  one  of  the  busiest  areas  in  the  County. 

Two  more  of  our  long  serving  Superintendents,  Mr.  Bottrill  at  Chelmsley  Wood  (and  Coleshill)  and  Mr- 
Saul  at  Stratford-upon-Avon  reached  retirement  age  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Both  Superintendents  had 
given  long  and  loyal  service. 

In  my  report  for  1969  brief  reference  was  made  to  the  introduction  of  Nitrous  Oxide/Oxygen  mixture 
into  the  Ambulance  Service  for  use  in  the  relief  of  pain  in  the  accident  situation. 

Initially  only  one  set  was  used  on  a  trial  basis  at  Warwick  Ambulance  Depot,  the  trial  being  carried 
out  by  the  County  Ambulance  Officer  and  the  Depot  Superintendent.  These  were  the  only  persons  in  the 
Warwickshire  Service  authorised  to  use  Entonox  at  that  time.  Dr.  Edmonds,  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  having  instructed  them  in  its  use.  Entonox  was  first  used  in  an  accident  near  Leamington  Spa 
in  August,  1969,  with  excellent  results.  After  further  trials  it  proved  so  effective  in  the  relief  of  pain  that  it 
was  decided  to  extend  its  use  throughout  the  County  and  all  ambulance  staff  were  trained  by  Dr.  Edmonds. 

There  are  now  30  sets  of  Entonox  in  use  in  the  Service  and  up  to  the  time  of  going  to  press  99  patients 
have  accepted  it.  In  the  majority  of  these  cases  the  patients  were  victims  of  road  traffic  accidents,  and  in  many 
cases  were  not  only  severely  injured  but  trapped  in  the  wreckage  of  their  vehicles.  There  were  also  approxi¬ 
mately  12  cases  where  Entonox  was  used  in  the  removal,  normally  from  their  homes,  of  patients  suffering 
from  medical  or  surgical  conditions  giving  rise  to  great  pain.  There  have  been  only  5  or  6  cases  in  which 
the  use  of  Entonox  has  not  produced  the  desired  pain-relieving  effect. 

The  ambulance  crews  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  sensible  and  selective  way  in  which  they  have  used 
the  equipment  and  on  the  excellent  manner  in  which  they  have  submitted  individual  reports.  Crews  report 
that  the  equipment  is  of  great  assistance  to  them,  and  has  at  long  last  enabled  them  to  deal  with  situations 
in  which  previously  they  would  have  had  no  method  of  alleviating  the  great  distress  caused  not  only  to 
patients  but  to  themselves  in  trying  to  assist  people  in  great  pain. 


Training. 

Following  the  publication  of  the  Millar  Report  in  1966,  which  recommended  specific  training  require¬ 
ments  for  ambulance  personnel,  the  council  were  asked  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  review  their  training 
arrangements  and  it  was  subsequently  agreed  to  appoint  a  training  officer  and  conduct  our  own  training  from 
our  school  at  Stratford-upon-Avon. 

A  six  week  pilot  course  for  new  entrants  was  started  in  January,  1969  and  this  was  followed  by  short 
courses  for  superintendents  and  section  leaders. 

In  June,  1969  the  National  Joint  Council  for  Local  Authorities  (Manual  Workers)  announced  a  new 
wage  structure  in  which  pay  was  related  to  the  standard  of  training,  the  range  of  duties  and  experience  re¬ 
quired.  The  Local  Government  Training  Board  in  October,  1969,  gave  authority  for  the  shorter  course  of 
two  weeks  for  personnel  with  2  to  5  years  service,  to  be  run  from  our  own  school.  Five  such  courses  were 
held  between  November,  1969  and  May,  1970.  The  Board  would  not  however,  permit  us  to  run  six  week 
courses  for  new  entrants  and  in  consequence  a  start  was  made  in  sending  these  to  recognised  ambulance 
service  training  schools  in  Cheshire,  Leicestershire,  and  Staffordshire. 

Although  further  representations  were  made  to  the  Board  we  were  not  selected  as  one  of  the  twelve 
proposed  ambulance  service  training  centres  to  continue  further  training.  Under  these  new  arrangements 
we  are  required  to  make  use  of  the  Birmingham  Fire  and  Ambulance  Service  Training  School  and  since 
April,  1971  personnel  have  been  sent  to  this  School. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  our  personnel  who  have  attended  either  two  or  six  week

Dental  Services  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Pre-School  Children 

There  has  been  a  further  increase  of  dental  officers’  time  allocated  to  pre-school  children  and  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers.  As  most  of  the  increase  is  in  the  attendance  of  pre-school  children  this  trend  is  much 
to  be  encouraged.  Parents  are  urged  to  let  young  children  come  to  the  dental  surgery  and  get  used  to  examina¬ 
tions  of  their  mouths  before  any  treatment  becomes  necessary.  It  is  most  unfortunate  when  a  young  child 
who  has  had  no  contact  with  dentists  and  surgery  equipment  has  to  be  given  extensive  treatment,  and  in 
many  cases,  the  feeling  that  the  dental  surgery  equates  with  unpleasant  happenings  may  take  a  long  while  to 
dissipate. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  final  series  of  dental  examinations  of  five-year-old  children  to  check 
on  the  effects  of  fluoridating  the  water  supplied  to  the  City  of  Birmingham  and  to  a  large  part  of  the  Meriden 
Rural  District,  were  carried  out. 

In  1964  the  City  of  Birmingham  introduced  a  control  system  to  regulate  the  amount  of  fluoride  in 
drinking  water  supplied  from  the  Elan  Valley  water-works.  The  level  was  set  and  has  been  maintained  at 
one  part  per  million.  This  concentration  has  been  checked  at  the  point  of  supply  in  the  Birmingham  reser¬ 
voirs,  and  at  distribution  points.  The  results  have  been  very  consistent.  In  1964,  the  Chief  Dental  Officer 
carried  out  a  survey  of  the  incidence  of  dental  caries  in  the  teeth  of  five-year-old  children,  both  in  the  North- 
Western  area  of  the  County  supplied  with  water  from  the  City  of  Birmingham  and  in  a  control  area  in  the 
Borough  of  Warwick.  These  results  constituted  the  baseline  for  further  studies  as  the  teeth  then  seen  were 
formed  without  the  present  corrected  level  of  fluoride  in  the  water. 

Surveys  of  five-year-old  children  have  since  been  undertaken  at  intervals  of  two  years  and  the  children 
seen  in  1970  were  the  first  to  have  been  taking  fluoride  before  formation  of  their  teeth.  As  there  is  still  no 
added  fluoride  in  the  water  at  Warwick  a  fair  comparison  has  been  possible.  All  the  inspections  have  been 
carried  out  by  the  Chief  Dental  Officer  in  order  to  maintain  as  far  as  possible  the  same  standard  of  definition 
of  a  tooth  counted  as  affected  by  dental  caries. 

These  results  can  be  summarised  as  follows : — 

In  1964,  349  children  in  the  North-Western  (fluoride)  area  had  an  average  of  4-70  out  of  20  teeth  affected 
and  126  children  in  Warwick  (control)  had  an  average  of  4-45  teeth  affected. 
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In  1970,  578  children  in  the  North-Western  area  had  an  average  of  2-49  teeth  affected  and  in  Warwick 
275  had  an  average  of  3-45  teeth  affected. 

Thus,  in  the  six  year  period  in  the  North-Western  area,  children  had  2-21  less  teeth  affected  by  caries, 
but  in  Warwick  they  had  only  1-00  tooth  improvement. 

There  is  also  a  significant  change  in  the  pattern  of  children  who  show  no  signs  of  dental  caries  at  the  age 
of  five  years. 

In  1964,  19-5%  of  the  children  had  no  caries  at  the  age  of  5  in  the  North-Western  area  and  23-2% 
in  Warwick  were  caries  free. 

In  1970,  34-6%  of  the  North-Western  area  children  were  caries  free  and  in  Warwick  27-6%  were  caries 

free. 

Thus,  although  the  Warwick  children  in  1964  were  in  a  better  dental  state  than  in  the  North-Western 
area,  by  1970  the  position  had  been  completely  reversed. 

I  am  considerably  indebted  to  the  Head  Teachers  of  all  the  schools  concerned  for  their  very  willing 
co-operation  in  having  all  the  survey  inspections  carried  out,  and  hope  that  they  will  feel  that  the  results  have 
demonstrated  the  usefulness  of  this  public  health  measure.

Warwickshire  County  Council  approved  in  principle  the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  in  1960  and 


made  proposals  for  fluoridation  in  1963.  Details  of  water  supplies  and  the  present  position  regarding

With  the  commissioning  of  two  more  plants  for  fluoridation  in  the  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board’s 
area,  the  total  number  of  persons  supplied  with  fluoridated  water  in  the  County  was  in  excess  of  230,000 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  year,  861  samples  of  water  from  the  mains  in  the  areas  supplied  with  fluoridated  water  were 
examined  for  their  fluoride  content  by  the  County  Health  Inspector.  These  examinations  were  comple¬ 
mentary  to  the  Water  Board’s  sampling  programme  and  have  resulted  in  a  close  working  partnership  with 
them. 
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Milk  and  Dairies  Administration 

Regular  routine  samples  were  taken  from  65  herds  by  officers  of  the  County  Council  and  three  Food 
and  Drugs  Authorities  on  behalf  of  the  County,  and  submitted  to  biological  examination  for  the  presence 
of  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis.  Milk  from  these  herds  was  supplied  in  appreciable  quantities  to  farm 
workers,  retailed  as  “Untreated”  milk  or  from  which  cream  is  separated  and  sold  untreated.  Of  the  197 
samples  none  was  found  to  contain  tubercle  organisms,  but  10  were  reported  to  contain  brucella  organisms. 
For  various  reasons  including  known  human  cases  of  undulant  fever,  milk  from  19  herds  was  submitted  to 
the  “milk  ring”  tests  followed  by  culture  when  the  ring  tests  were  positive.  Of  these  19  samples  one  was 
reported  positive  on  culture.  It  was  found  necessary  to  investigate  in  detail  7  of  the  total  of  11  herds 
found  positive.  From  these  7  herds,  30  cows  were  found  to  be  excreting  brucella  organisms  in  their  milk 
and  were  removed  from  the  herds.  In  these  investigations,  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  over  230  cows. 

The  three  pasteurising  plants  licensed  by  the  County  Council  were  visited  at  least  once  a  week  and 
inspections  of  the  plant  and  records  made.  Of  the  315  samples  of  milk  taken  from  the  three  dairies,  all 
passed  the  methylene  blue  test.  One  failed  the  phosphatase  test.  The  failed  sample  originated  from  a  “holder” 
type  plant  and  was  due  to  a  faulty  valve  seating. 

In  addition  to  the  milk  sampling  at  the  dairies,  batches  of  washed  milk  bottles  were  taken  for  bac¬ 
teriological  examination.  On  3  occasions  out  of  34,  the  cleanliness  of  the  bottles  was  found  to  be 
below  standard.  Remedial  action  was  taken  immediately.  There  is  no  statutory  bacteriological  standard 
for  cream  but  samples  were  taken  on  54  occasions  at  one  dairy  which  produces  large  quantities. 
Eight  of  these  were  considered  to  be  below  standard  and  the  dairy  agreed  to  a  modification  of  their  process. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  324  licences  were  in  force  for  the  retail  sales  of  designated  milk  by  dealers.  Sam¬ 
ples  from  premises,  vehicles  and  vending  machines  totalled  1,474.  Of  these,  19  failed  the  methylene  blue  test 
but  all  phosphatase  tests  were  satisfactory.  The  majority  of  the  failures  arose  from  milk  retailed  from  shops 
and  was  due  to  inefficient  rotation  of  stocks.  After  warnings  to  the  retailers  concerned,  repeat  samples  were 
satisfactory. 

843  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  311  schools.  Of  these  16  failed  the  methylene  blue  test.  A 
number  of  these  failures  were  not  attributable  to  faults  of  the  dairy  or  the  retailer  as  some  samples  were 
obtained  several  hours  after  delivery  to  the  school.  Repeat  samples  taken  at  time  of  delivery  proved  satis¬ 
factory.  One  school  was  supplied  with  untreated  milk,  but  as  a  result  of  a  positive  result  for  brucellosis,  the 
farmer  who  supplied  the  village  and  school  agreed  to  obtain  pasteurised  supplies  for  his  retail  sales. 

Samples  of  milk  from  other  County  Council  establishments  and  from  Regional  Board  hospitals  totalled 
187.  Of  these,  4  failed  to  satisfy  the  methylene  blue  test. 

The  examination  of  milk  samples  for  the  presence  of  antibiotics  continued  and  179  such  samples  were 
taken.  One  sample  was  reported  positive  and  the  farmer  from  whose  herd  the  milk  came  was  given  a  warning. 
Repeat  samples  were  negative.  In  addition,  there  were  27  miscellaneous  samples  for  possible  salmonella 
and  other  infections,  none  of  which  were  found  to  be  positive. 

All  samples  of  milk  and  miscellaneous  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  biological  examination 
were  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  in  Coventry.  The  Director  of  the  Laboratory  and 
his  staff  have  provided  my  Department  with  excellent  service  and  advice,  and  I  should  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  for  their  co-operation  throughout  the  year.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Director  of  Birmingham 
Laboratory  for  the  antibiotic  examinations.

Medical  Examinations 

During  the  year  1,395  medical  examinations  were  carried  out  by  general  practitioners  on  prospective 
candidates  for  employment  with  the  County  Council.  The  certificates  of  health  issued  by  the  County  Council 
for  this  purpose  are  returned  by  the  general  practitioners  in  order  for  me  to  assess  the  medical  fitness  or 
otherwise  of  the  candidates. 

Candidates  are  placed  in  one  of  three  categories: — 

(a)  Entirely  satisfactory  for  the  duties  of  the  post. 

(b)  Although  suffering  from  a  disability  the  candidate’s  health  is  considered  to  be  adequate  to  undertake 
the  duties  of  the  post  although  in  some  cases  there  may  be  loss  of  working  time. 

(c)  The  candidate’s  health  is  not  sufficiently  good  for  him  or  her  to  undertake  the  duties  of  the  post. 

Of  those  examined  during  1970,  132  were  placed  in  category  (b)  and  26  of  this  group  were  not  considered 
sufficiently  fit  for  admission  to  the  superannuation  scheme.  Thirty  candidates  were  rejected  as  being  medi¬ 
cally  unfit  either  for  employment  or  for  entry  into  the  superannuation  scheme. 

Protection  of  School  Children  against  Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  Department  of  Education  and  Science  Circular  3/69  was  implemented  in  the  County. 
For  some  time  before  this  circular  was  issued  candidates  for  employment  in  Warwickshire  whose  work  was 
to  bring  them  into  close  contact  with  children  were  required  to  have  a  chest  X-ray  examination  prior  to 
taking  up  an  appointment. 

The  circular  recommended,  however,  that  teachers  and  other  adults  whose  work  brought  them  into 
contact  with  school  children  should  have  an  X-ray  examination  of  the  chest  at  3-yearly  intervals  as  well  as 
initially.  The  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  very  kindly  agreed  that  mobile  X-ray  units  should  tour 
the  larger  schools  and  other  convenient  centres  during  the  period  between  September,  1970  and  March, 
1971  in  order  to  X-ray  those  existing  members  of  staff  who  had  already  been  in  employment  with  children 
for  over  3  years.  New  candidates  for  employment  requiring  an  X-ray  prior  to  taking  up  duty  were  also 
able  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity.  The  Regional  Hospital  Board  made  no  charge  for  these  facilities. 

A  total  of  10,074  persons  were  X-rayed,  4,465  of  whom  were  teachers,  4,254  other  persons  working  at 
schools,  670  health  department  employees  and  685  other  persons,  including  playgroup  helpers. 

150  persons  were  found  to  have  abnormal  films.  All  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors  and  if  necessary 
for  hospital  or  chest  clinic  investigation. 

In  my  report  last  year  I  referred  to  the  general  advantage  of  the  pre-employment  medical  examination 
scheme  over  and  above  its  primary  purpose  which  is  to  protect  the  County  Council  from  employing  persons 
who  are  medically  unfit  for  employment  and  entry  into  the  superannuation  scheme.  This  general  advantage 
is  that  a  good  cross-section  of  the  population  is  screened,  and  conditions  such  as  raised  blood  pressure, 
diabetes,  incipient  kidney  disease,  tuberculosis  (where  X-ray  examination  is  necessary)  or  other  chest  or 
heart  complaints  of  which  the  patient  may  be  unaware  are  detected  and  are  able  to  be  treated. 

The  implementation  of  circular  3/69  has  also  proved  invaluable  to  a  good  cross-section  of  the  population 
in  Warwickshire  apart  from  its  primary  purpose  which  is  to  protect  children  against  tuberculosis.  Although 
only  a  very  small  number  of  employees  had  to  be  temporarily  suspended  because  of  the  possibility  of  in¬ 
fection,  those  employees  as  well  as  those  whose  condition  was  non-infectious  benefited,  in  that  conditions 
of  which  many  of  them  were  unaware  were  detected  and  treated. 

Besides  being  grateful  to  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board,  we  are  particularly  grateful  to  Dr. 
McDowell,  Medical  Director  of  the  Birmingham  Mass  Radiography  Service,  and  his  staff,  for  their  most 
valuable  assistance  in  this  scheme  which  involved  a  very  considerable  amount  of  work  for  them. 

Candidates  for  Teacher  Training 

The  Council’s  medical  staff  examined  483  students  in  order  to  ascertain  their  medical  fitness  for  entry 
to  teacher  training  colleges. 

Retirement  on  Medical  Grounds 

We  dealt,  in  consultation  with  Dr.  Whittaker,  the  Council’s  Consultant  Physician,  with  9  employees 
who  were  allowed  to  retire  on  medical  grounds  during  1970. 
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Examination  of  Prospective  Adopting  Parents 

111  pairs  of  medical  certificates  completed  by  general  practitioners  for  prospective  adopting  parents 
were  submitted  to  this  Department  so  that  I  could  advise  the  Children’s  Officer  on  whether  I  considered  them 
to  be  medically  suitable.  This  figure  is  nearly  50%  lower  than  that  for  the  previous  year. 

Road  Traffic  Act  I960 

During  the  year  74  persons  were  referred  to  this  Department  because  they  were  suffering  or  suspected 
of  suffering  from  epilepsy,  sudden  attacks  of  fainting  or  giddiness,  mental  illness,  diabetes  and  other  con¬ 
ditions.  This  showed  a  considerable  increase  on  last  year’s  figure  of  31  and  was  due  to  the  implementation 
from  the  1st  June,  1970  of  the  new  regulations  introduced  by  the  Ministry  of  Transport  concerning  epilepsy 
and  driving.  The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been  acting  for  the  Licensing  Department  under 
Part  II  of  the  Road  Traffic  Act  1960,  for  the  past  ten  years,  but  since  the  implementation  of  the  new  regula¬ 
tions  an  increased  number  of  persons  suffering  from  epilepsy  or  suspected  epilepsy  have  submitted  applica¬ 
tions  for  driving  licences  which  have  been  referred  to  me.  From  June  to  December,  57  persons  in  this  cate¬ 
gory  were  dealt  with,  4  of  whom  had  their  licences  refused  or  revoked.  Seven  other  cases  of  epilepsy  were 
brought  to  my  notice  from  accident  reports.  Three  of  these  persons  were  allowed  licences  and  4  had  them 
revoked.  Four  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness  were  allowed  licences,  3  suffering  from  diabetes  were 
allowed  licences  and  of  3  suffering  from  other  conditions  such  as  heart  failure,  2  were  allowed  and  1 
disallowed. 

Heavy  Goods  Vehicle  Driver  Licensing 

During  the  year  these  new  regulations  were  introduced.  Prior  to  their  introduction  the  County  Surveyor, 
who  employs  the  largest  proportion  of  such  candidates  in  the  County,  approached  me  for  advice  on  the 
completion  of  the  medical  certificate  which  is  part  of  the  application  form.  Unfortunately  the  medical 
form  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Transport  makes  no  condition  that  the  certificate  should  be  completed  by  the 
driver’s  own  doctor,  which  I  consider  to  be  essential  because  only  the  family  doctor  holds  the  entire  personal 
medical  history.  The  form  merely  states  that  the  certificate  must  be  completed  by  a  registered  medical  prac¬ 
titioner.  The  applicant  is  responsible  for  payment  of  the  fee  unless  any  other  arrangements  are  made  for  its 
payment  and  it  was  considered  that  if  the  County  Council  accepted  financial  responsibility  for  its  own 
employees  it  could  lay  down  its  own  conditions  (i.e.)  that  the  driver  must  attend  his  own  doctor  and  that 
by  my  vetting  all  the  certificates  a  uniform  standard  of  fitness  for  this  important  class  of  driving  could  be 
ensured  for  all  the  Council’s  employees  who  come  within  this  category.  1  also  decided  that  it  could  be  used 
for  entry  into  the  superannuation  scheme  without  a  further  medical  examination  having  to  be  conducted 
for  this  purpose. 

During  the  year  39  such  medical  certificates  were  submitted  of  w'hich  3  were  unsatisfactory.

Chiropody. 

This  service  is  offered  when  available,  for  expectant  mothers,  registered  handicapped 
persons,  women  aged  60  and  over,  and  men  aged  65  and  over.  A  small  charge  is 
payable  except  in  certain  cases.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Borough  or 
Area  Medical  Officer  (address  on  page  52). 

District  Nurses. 

Cover  all  districts  for  nursing  the  sick  of  all  ages  in  their  own  homes.  Addresses  and 
telephone  numbers  are  shown  in  telephone  directories  under  the  heading  “Nurses.” 

Health  Visitors. 

Are  appointed  to  cover  all  districts,  to  give  advice  about  the  care  of  mothers  and 
young  children  and  social  problems  affecting  any  member  of  the  family.  They  also  act 
as  school  nurses  and  health  visitors  for  infectious  diseases. 

Loan  of  Nursing 
and  Sick  Room 
Requisites. 

A  wide  range  of  articles  are  available  for  short-term  loan  to  households  where  there  is  a 
sick  person.  Usually  the  patient’s  hospital  or  medical  practitioner  will  arrange  any 
necessary  loan,  but  personal  application  may  be  made  to  the  Borough  or  Area  Medical 
Officer  (address  on  page  52).  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service. 

Maternity  Outfits. 

Are  supplied  in  all  cases  of  domiciliary  confinement.  Midwives  distribute  them  from 
their  stock  to  all  booked  cases.  Where  private  midwives  are  engaged,  application 
for  outfits  must  be  made  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Shire  Hall, 
Warwick,  or  to  the  appropriate  Borough  Medical  Officer,  and  a  certificate  of 
pregnancy  signed  by  the  patient’s  doctor  must  be  enclosed. 

Midwives. 

Are  appointed  to  cover  all  districts  for  the  conduct  of  home  confinements.  Addresses 
and  telephone  numbers  are  shown  in  telephone  directories  under  the  heading — 
“Nurses”. 

Private  Nursing 
and  Maternity 
Homes  and 

Nursing  Agencies. 

Persons  desiring  to  open  private  nursing  and/or  maternity  homes  or  to  set  up  Nursing 
Agencies  must  first  apply  for  registration  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Shire 
Hall,  Warwick. 

Tuberculosis. 

There  are  Chest  Clinics  in  most  Areas  of  the  County.  Patients  attend  these  Clinics 
on  the  recommendation  of  their  family  doctors. 

Extra  Nourishment 
for  T.B.  patients. 

Additional  supplies  of  milk,  eggs  and  butter  may  be  supplied  free  of  cost  to  tuber¬ 
culous  patients  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  for  these  items  themselves.  Application 
for  this  type  of  assistance  should  be  made  to  the  Chest  Clinic. 

Vaccination. 

Parents  who  desire  their  children  to  be  vaccinated  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Tetanus,  Smallpox*,  Poliomyelitis,  Measles,  Rubella  and  Tuberculosis,  should 
apply  to  their  family  doctor,  their  nearest  Health  Clinic  (address  on  pages  18  &  19)  or  to  the 
Borough  or  Area  Medical  Officer  (address  on  page  52).  Vaccination  against  Poliomye¬ 
litis  is  available  also  to  expectant  mothers  and  to  all  persons  up  to  40  years  of  age. 
(*The  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  now  recommends  smallpox  vaccination 
only  for  persons  at  risk). 
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Welfare  Foods. 

(National  Dried  Milk  and  vitamin  preparations).  The  principal  distribution  points 
are  the  Child  Health  Clinics  listed  on  pages  18  &  19.
